These particular 
pictures tell the story of how Dark Star took the lead immediately after 
the start, ran the first quarter in :2344, the second in :24, the next two 
in :2424, and the final in :2524. This was an unusual even effort. It would 
j have won all but three Kentucky Derbys. 


Dark Star was retired with earnings of $131,337. He won stakes from 
three furlongs to |'/4 miles. Dark Star is a son of *Royal Gem Il, and is 
from the *Bull Dog mare Isolde, from the Latonia Oaks and Derby and 
Kentucky Oaks winner Fiji.

Sept. 14, 1954, said: 


“The highest priced broodmare we know about is 
Busher, the dam of Jet Action, who was purchased for 
her stud potential by Mrs. Elizabeth Graham for a re- 
ported price of $125,000. But it will not be surprising if 
Masaka approximates that when the Aga Khan offers 
her at Keeneland in the fall. Busher was empty at the 
time of her sale and Masaka is reported in foal to the 
mighty Tulyar. Indeed she was the first mare bred to 
the son of Tehran, is due in mid-January, thus the first 
colt or filly sired by the Irish government’s $7,000,000 
stallion may be delivered in this country. By Nearco, 
cut of the Irish Oaks winner Majideh, by Mahmoud, 
Masaka was the most brilliant of her sex ever to carry 
the chocolate and green hoops.

Masaka is not an imposing in- 
dividual, for all her proven quality, indeed is a fine 
little bay mare with sickle hocks and wore a breast 
plate in training. But she is evidently a good mother 
and we expect that when she is offered for the high 
dollar it will create one of the most dramatic sales 
_ in the history of the Keeneland ring.” 

MORE MASAKA GLORY—Masaka’s daughter, Bara Bibi, won the 
Park Hill Stakes (the St. Leger for fillies, being run over same 
course, at same distance, as St. Leger) Sept. 9 and established her- 
self as best 3-year-old filly in England.

Report From Ak-Sar-Ben 


(From J. J. Isaacson, General Manager, 
Ak-Sar-Ben, Omaha, Neb.) 

All of us at Ak-Sar-Ben greatly 
pleased with the two articles you wrote 
for the August 28th and September 4th 
issues of THe BLoop-Horst. The series is 
extremely complimentary Ak-Sar-Ben 
and is greatly appreciated. 

How vou were able to assimilate all of 
the information in the short time you were 
here is absolutely astounding, 

Since you were here. we have arranged 
for the installation of a film patrol service 
at our next meeting. and we have decided 
to reduce the number of horses accepted 
by at least several hundred. We have 
removed three barns in a congested area, 
have contracted for one more new barn 
and for the installation of additional auto- 
matic sprinkler service. which now gives 
us almost one hundred per cent coverage. 

It may seem unusual that a town the 
size of Omaha could build up the interest, 
attendance and mutuel wagering far in 
excess of any comparable community in 
the country. I believe the chief reason is 
because of the generous donation of time 
and personal funds by our Board of Gover- 
nors. composed of twelve of the top busi- 
ness leaders of the community, I don’t 
believe you pointed this out in’ your 
article, but the Governors not only serve 
without pay. but they also buy their own 
tickets to the races and to Ak-Sar-Ben’s 
many other attractions. and induce their 
business and social acquaintances to do 
likewise.

It may seem outrageous to some Ken- 
tucky Colonel to think that a descendant 
of old champion Man o° War would be 
used to run down and hold by the saddle 
horn a roped dangerous Bramah bull 
weighing around one ton. still it would 
seem as peculiar to us prarie cow pokes 
to see one of our spotted Indian ponies 
break out of your starting gates on Derby 
Day. (Granting you to the first pole. this 
pony would certainly be a run-a-way.) 

Oh, yes. tell Mr. Hebert not to feel too 
badly about the piggin’ string error. be- 
cause a lot of our waddies out on round- 
up would probably think that the “Sap- 
ling Stakes” are to be used for holding 
down their bunk tent ropes.

A day later. at the 
same track. another 2-year-old) carrying 
the sapphire blue silks emblazoned with a 
running golden fox. also graduated from 
the maiden ranks. It was the filly Parlo. 
and she also earned tennis-playing 
owner a purse of $2.600. These 2 wins 
comprised two-thirds of the victories for 
the Foxeatcher establishment in 1953. and 
the black-ink portion of the ledger at the 
end of the year showed earnings. for the 
entire stable. of enly $26.200. 

A year later. on September 17. 1954. 
Chevation again won a race at Aqueduct, 
but this time it) was the Discovery Handi- 
cap. worth $20.500, A day later. on 
September 18. 1954. Parlo took the Fox- 
catcher silks across the finish line first in 
the Beldame Hendicap and earned $45,500. 
In 2 days Foxeatcher nearly tripled its 
1953 earnings with its 2 excellent 3-year- 
olds and also produced a puzzling problem 
for the many followers of numerology at 
race tracks al! over America: how to save 
enough money to bet on Chevation and 
Parlo when they run at Aqueduct on 
September 17 and 18. 1955. A peek at 
the calendar shows that Sunday racing 
will have to be instituted in New York 
to allow Parlo to win on her special day.

1953. after it had become 
apparent that plans of the New York rac- 
ing associations to create a modern race 
track had been stalemated. members of The 
Jockey Club held a dinner meeting at 
Saratoga and heard Ashley T. Cole. chair- 
man of the New York Racing Commission. 
urge that The Jockey Club itself take the 


lead in attempting a solution of the 
problem, The Jockey Club put the case 


in the hands ef a committee composed of 
3 of its most distinguished members. John 
W. Hanes. Harry F. Guggenheim. and C. 
T. Chenery. none of whom held financial 
interests in any of the New York tracks, 

The committee put in a year’s hard 
work. Mr. Hanes. the chairman. rode the 
crowded trains to tracks in New York and 
New Jersey. joined the grandstand crowds. 
entered the competition for hot dogs and 
access to the $2. betting windows. and 
otherwise made himself thoroughly familiar 
with the mass of race-goers and the facili- 
ties available to them. The hardihood of 
the average racing fan convinced him that 
a modern race Long Island 
would be appreciated—and strongly sup- 
ported—by the public. 

Under date of September 20. 1954. the 
committee made its formal report in a 
letter addressed to Mr. Cole as chairman 
of the The letter 
constituted the biggest news of the vear in 
New York racing. It was all business. 
moving at once into an outline of “a plan 
for rehabilitation which we believe to be 
in the public interest.” and reporting that 
the first steps toward implementing the 
plan already liave been taken.

Jockey Club Committee Recommends 


A Non-Profit, Co-Operative Track 


Text of Report to N. Y. Commission 


Dear Mr. Cole: 


A year ago The Jockey Club appointed a committee consisting of the 
undersigned to submit a plan for the rehabilitation of the New York state 
race tracks. Since the organization of The Jockey Club late in the 19th 
century, New York has drawn the outstanding race horses of the United 
States and of many other countries; and, as you know, The Jockey Club 
was formed to protect the interest of the public in relation to flat racing 
and thereby insure the public’s confidence and support. 

In recent years, modern new race track plants have been constructed 
in other parts of the country. They offer many advantages and unless 
our race tracks are rehabilitated, New York’s ability to maintain fine 
racing will be seriously impeded. We have developed a plan for rehabilita- 
tion which we believe to be in the public interest; it was enthusiastically 
received by the membership of The Jockey Club at their last meeting at 
Saratoga; we arc ready to attempt to implement it. 

We now take pleasure in submitting to the Racing Commission the 
following plan fer its consideration: 


1. A new non-profit racing association would be formed under 
article 7501 of the New York Unconsolidated Laws. 


2. The name of such association would be the Greater New York 
Racing Association. Its capitalization would consist of debt and common 
stock. The common stock would have voting privileges but would 
receive no dividends. 

3. The corporations owning the tracks operating at Belmont, 
Jamaica, Aqueduct and Saratoga would be merged into the Greater New 
York Racing Association and would be subject to the rules and regula- 
tions of the State Racing Commission. 


4. The Belmont track would be rebulit and facilities modernized at 
a cost of $15,000,000 more or less. Consideration will be given to the 
construction of a mile to a mile-and-an-eighth racing oval. 


5. Jamaica would be discontinued as a race track and its land sold. 


6. Aqueduct would be retained until plans for Belmont have matured 
and the need and desire by the public for a second race track in the 
Metropolitan area has been established. Such a track to serve the horse- 
men and the public adequately might cost from $35,000,000 to $45,000,- 
000. 


7. The Saratoga track and buildings would be improved, at a cost of 
$3,000,000 more or less. 


8. The merged racing association would receive its funds through 
long term borrowing. Interest and amortization on the debt would be 
a first charge on all of the income of the Racing Association. 


9. The ownership of the common stock would be vested in The 
Jockey Club. The common stock would receive no dividends. Trustees 
would be appointed from the membership of the club to carry out this 
plan of reorganization. They would have full power to secure competent 
and experienced management for the operation of the Greater New York 
Racing Association. 
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10. No private person or corporation would receive any dividends 
from the operation of such Racing Association. No member of The 
Jockey Club would receive any salaries, fees or commissions of any kind 
for services to the Racing Association, except, possibly, the usual 
directors’ fees. 


11. The management would come from the experienced personnel of 
the present racing associations and would be supplemented by such other’ 
competent and experienced personnel as were required. Incentive pay- 
ment plans would be adopted in order to secure the personnel desired. 


In develoving this plan we have had the following objectives and 


benefits to the public in mind which we believe will be reached if the’ 


plan is put into effect: 


A. Flat racing must be in the hands of responsible members of the 
community. 


B. Flat racing in this State has up to now been kept free from 
political considerations and it must continue to be kept free. 


C. The franchises granted to the racing associations by the State are 
valuable concessions carrying high obligations to the public. 


D. The State is entitled to adequate taxation from racing operations. 
The proposed plan would eliminate private profits, and would include 
incentive payment plans and adequate salaries to professional managers 
to assure the most efficient operation of the race tracks. Last year the 
State received from flat racing 32 million dollars. Our plan should make 
it possible to increase attendance, increase income to the State, and 
decrease tax to the public. This would make it possible for the State 
again to compete successfully with other States which exact a smaller 
percentage from their racing associations and their patrons. 


E. Racing has become in recent years the most popular spectator 
sport in the United States, measured by paid attendance. As a result, 
the facilities now provided in New York are wholly inadequate for the 
needs and enjoyment of the public. With the successful consummation 
of this plan, we could have facilities second to none, which would include 
ample parking and rapid transportation facilities with convenient 
terminals; sufficient good-vision seating capacity with protection from 
the elements; adequate catering facilities; arrangements for ampl?2 
circulation and escalator installations. 


In order to implement this plan we have taken options for The 
Jockey Club on over 80 per cent of the shares of the Westchester Racing 
Association (Belmont track). These options have been procured at a 
price which we believe to be fair to the public and stockholders of the 
Racing Association. 


We have submitted similar proposals to the Presidents of the 
Jamaica, Aqueduct and Saratoga Racing Associations and we are now 
awaiting action on their parts. 


The members of this special committee have not now nor ever have 
had directly or indirectly any beneficial interest in any Racing Associa- 
tion. 


The next steps in the implementation of this plan would be carefully 
prepared proposals and estimates for rehabilitation of Belmont and 
Saratoga and the management of the Greater New York Racing Associa- 
tion. 


Should the Commission see fit to approve the plan, we shall then 
proceed to secure the funds for the bonded debt required to finance this 
non-profit enterprise.

Walmac Farm’s 4-vear-old colt) Vaga- 
bond King and his stablemate the 5-year- 
old mare Gala Fete gave 21.594 spectators 
at Hawthorne a rare treat on September 
18 at the end of the 6!5-furlong Midwest 
Handicap. driving to the finish 10 lengths 
in front of their closest rival. The colt’s 
winning margin. about of a length, 
was fought for a sixteenth of a mile. to 
the last stride. 

If trainer Howard Wells had written a 
script for this race and had the whole 
thing rehearsed and then run off accord- 
ing to specifications. the results couldn't 
have been more perfect from the Walmac 
standpoint, Before the race, Wells said 
any horse which attempted to keep pace 
with Gala Fete would get mighty tired, 
and any which tried to catch her would 
have a tough job. He stated the case 
exactly. 

Gala Fete cut out a sizzling pace over 
a track labeled heavy. running the first 
quarter in :2225. the half in :45%5. three- 
quarters in 1:1085. By the time = she 
reached the half she had extended her 
margin to 6 lengths. 

Gala Fete, with John Heckmain up. 
winged into the stretch looking like a 
certain winner. But her entry mate. Vaga- 
bond King. by that time had dead aim on 
her. and Arnold Kirkland was riding the 
colt as if the entire fortune of Walmac 
Farm depended upon him, 

It is idle to debate whether, under any 
circumstances. Gala Fete could have staved 
off the closing rush of her stablemate if 
they had represented different interests. 
It was altogether immaterial to the public 
—in fact was none of the public’s business 


—which member of the Walmac_ entry 
won. Wells had not declared to win with 
either. 


The Walmac pair had sped far out of 
any danger by the time they reached the 
sixteenth-pole. where Vagabond King 
made his determined move. Both were

Vagabond King carried 114 pounds in 
the Midwest.

Let It Blow! Who Cares?

Ken Schiffer, owner of the Diamond N 
Ranch near Sheridan. Wyo.. always had 
an ambition to raise good horses. He’s 
doing that now on his north-central Wyo- 
ming ranch, in a setting that would pro- 
vide a first-rate backdrop for a William 
MacLeod Raine western, 

The old cowman’s saw, “cattle don’t 
get fat on scenery.” doesn’t hold true here. 
Schiffer’s 1.120 acres of rolling hills. 
mostly covered with native timothy, pro- 
vide good horse and cow pastures. There’s 
plenty of sweet mountain water at hand. 
in a stream aptly named Rapid Creek. 
Besides grass. the better-than-average 
western soils on the Diamond N grow all 
the oats and hay needed in the operation. 
For pure eye appeal there’s little to be 
desired—wild plum. buckbush. box eld- 
ers. pine, and small-leafed cottonwood in 
the creek bottom. draws, and cut-banks. 

So there is reason for Diamond N’s fame 
as one of the most eye-fetching layouts in 
the area, 


Schiffer and his wife Mary are native 
New Yorkers. but they've taken to the 


Sheridan country with real enthusiasm. 
Its a far cry from their former home at 
Mt. Kisco, N. Y. One of the charms is 
that they are close to the wide open 
spaces, in an out-of-the-book spot for 
rearing children: and on that score. the 
Schiffers have won a measure of local 
fame, Their 5 youngsters. including 2'5- 
year-old Danny. take an active interest in 
the operation. Amanda, 12. and Ken Jr.. 
11. have Thorotighbred colts they're rais- 
ing for 4-H Club projects. The projects 
pay off. too. Last year Amanda sold for 
profit a 3-year-old that she raised as a 
club project. Tony. 10. and Johnny, 8. 
expect to do almost as well with calves, 


Schiffer has been associated with horses 
all of his life. During part of his Army 
career in World War II he was assigned 
to the remount service at Fort Robison. 
Nebraska. He has tried his hand at polo 
and training. and has ridden in  steeple- 
chases. Polo in the Sheridan area gained 
attention when Schiffer and teammates 
were invited to play in Hawaii. The Wyo- 
ming aggregation twice went to the 
islands. and it is one of the few teams to 
beat Honolulu on its own grounds, Lately. 


polo activities at the Diamond have 
been at a standstill because of the press 
of chores. but Schiffer hopes to rekindle 
interest in the sport. , 

The Diamond N is Wyoming's largest 
Thoroughbred place. and Schiffer is about 
the only man in the State emphasizing 
race horses more than cattle. He runs 
about 50 head of cows. but for all intents 
and purposes the horses are the number- 
one item. 

Schiffer’s ranch is geared to the coun- 
try. The nearby cloud-tickling peaks be- 
long to the Big Horn mountains. The allti- 
tude is about 4,000 feet. The winters are 
vigorous and long. It’s a country where 
deer and elk hunters were marooned last 
year. where blizzard-rescue operations are 
fairly common occurrences. 

Schiffer has adapted his operations to 
the country and to nature. His aim is to 
raise well bred racing stock while sticking 
closely to the environmental conditions of 
the country. His horses are out in all 
kinds of weather—there’s no babying at 
the Diamond N, 

“We've found Thoroughbreds of 
the most adaptable animals we’ve run 
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Ken and Mary Schiffer, both native New Yorkers, bought 
Diamond N in 1946, have been Wyoming boosters ever since.

across.” Schiffer says. He puts it in 
these words: “Feed high, keep horses fat 
and outside.” 

Feeding is fairly simple at Schiffer’s 
ranch. There is timothy pasture to provide 
forage through most of tie spring. sum- 
mer, and early fall, and more than enough 
to make hay for winter months. The na- 
tive timothy is highly palatable. coming 
off soil heavy with lime and short of phos- 
phorus. To meet phosphorus deficiencies 
Schiffer’s program calls for top dressing 
of all pastures with 41 per cent super- 
phosphate once every 3 years. 

Schiffer raises his own oats. Of the 
ranch’s 160 acres of irrigated land. 20 
are sown annually to oais that average 75 
bushels to the acre. The oats are ideal 
in Schiffer’s estimation. weighing about 
42 pounds to the bushel. 

Last tally shows the stallion New World. 
by Discovery out of Sunny Sal. and 11 
broodmares on the property. New World 
came to Wyoming after Ralph Kercheval. 
manager of Alfred Vanderbilt's Sagamore 
Farm. tipped Schiffer that the stallion 
was for sale, Kercheval and Schiffer were 
in the Army together. and it was then that 
Kercheval learned of Schiffer’s plans. He 
considered the stallion tailor-made for the 
Diamond N. New World shipped to Wyo- 
ming from Maryland in 1951, and for the 
first 2 years covered 16 mares each season, 
He had 23 mares booked this year. Schif- 
fer’s mares are Spring Glory. by Bow to 
Me—Margaret Lawrence: Patrol Miss. by 
Sweet Like—Lady Patrol: Rollsfast. by 
*Rolls Royee—Flirt; Virginia Viva. by

Getting yearlings away to a good start 
the first winter is especially important in 
Wyoming. and Schiffer feels that pheno- 
thiazine is one of the things which has 
helped him get early growth. He has used 
it 4 years. is pleased with the results. 
He gives phenothiazine to all stock in 
low-level doses 20 days of each month. 

Bot-fly activity in northern) Wyoming 
is a problem. Schiffer’s veterinarian from 


Sheridan treats the stock with carbon 
disulphide administered with a stomach 
tube, The technique has proved satis- 
factory and seems to be solving what was 
formerly a serious threat in that area. 

Schiffer doesn’t take fecal counts on his 
Lorses because of a lack of facilities. He 
feels that phenothiazine is good insurance 
and takes care of most worm problems. If 
a horse shows signs of needing special 
aitention a veterinarian is called; other- 
wice he doesn’t bother them. 

Getting rid of manure is not a_ big

Winning 5 Races at 2 
Helped Make Blue Man 


Heavy Favorite in Flamingo 


Blue Man had won five races as a 2-year-old when he was shipped to 
Florida to begin his 3-year-old racing. 


In his first start at 3, he was given top weight in the Bahamas Handicap. 
He closed with a rush, but could not get by three closely-bunched horses and 
finished fourth although he was less than 1'2 lengths from the wire at the 
finish. This was the only time at 3 that Blue Man was listed as “out of the 
money,” but even so he picked up $500. In his second start at 3 he won 
handily, defeating the Bahamas winner by 8 lengths. 


Next came the Flamingo. He was made a top-heavy favorite. Five wins 
at 2, his fast closing in the Bahamas, and then his 8-lengths victory over the 
Bahamas winner—all added up to top rating by the fans. And, they were 
right. Blue Man never was unplaced thereafter. 


We never will know the full story of Blue Man's ability because he did 
not race after July of his 3-year-old year as a result of a series of injuries. 
BUT we do know that in approximately half a season of racing at 3 he won 


$259,585, winning six of nine starts, once second, once third, and once fourth.

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Hawthorne Pledges $40,000 


Hawthorne race track last week pledged 
$40.000 to aid horsemen and stable hands 
who suffered losses in a disastrous fire at 
the track on September 11 which destroy- 
ed a barn.

TAXATION 


Fingers in the Cookie Jar 

While all concerned have been publicly debating the evil of 
increased pari-mutuel take out, busy little fingers in New Jersey 
have tapped horse racing’s cookie jar to the tune of nearly 7-million 
dollars. The culprit is an additional 1 per cent tax enacted by 
the State Assembly. 

The actual dollar loss to track management (and in turn to the 
horsemen) was $416,673. 

Perhaps the legislators could justify this blow to the sport if 
they could show that they had materially aided the State treasury, 
but simple arithmetic proves that the State actually made an addi- 
tional profit of only $14,446 by increasing the tax 1 per cent. 

For background, it should be known that the take from New 
Jersey’s 3 flat-running tracks was 12 per cent, split equally between 
track and State, until it was increased to 13 per cent on June 30, 
1954, with the extra 1 per cent going to the State. The New Jersey 
season was arranged this vear so that Garden State Park opened a 
2'-day meeting on May 1, Monmouth Park opened for 50 days on 
June 12, Atlantic City started 50 days on August 10, and Garden 
State would wind it up with 25 days beginning on October 9. 

That meant that the new tax became effective after the 15th 
day of the Monmouth Park meeting. Previous to that, Garden 
State had closed its spring session with an increase in handle of 
over 4 per cent above the 1953 season. Monmouth Park was up 4.4 
per cent at the time the new tax took effect. You can say, then, that 
there was a definite trend of approximately 4 per cent in New 
Jersey flat-race betting at the time of the new tax law’s application. 

The trend reversed itself on June 30 when New Jersey racing 
was put on a par with that of New York, where the bite is a 
monstrous 15 per cent, but there the breakage is to the nickel and 
not to the dime which really squeezes those extra pennies from the 
public. New Jersey keeps all of the breakage. 

Percentage-conscious fans began shying from Monmouth Park, 
and in the remaining 35 days betting dropped 8 per cent. The final 
handle of $82,733,161 was 3.6 per cent off from the previous year. 

There were no extenuating circumstances, such as bad weather, 
to account for this drop. The line of demarcation, June 30, is clear. 
The handle was up 11 of 15 days prior to the tax increase, down 
26 of 35 days after the increase. Although Atlantic City had not 
completed its meeting at this writing, a 3 per cent downward trend 
was continuing there. 

Had Monmouth Park continued its 4.4 per cent upward trend, 
the total handle would have been up $3,779,516 over 1953. But it 
was down $3,164,945, so it follows that racing fans were chased 
away with $6,944,561 worth of business. Under the old 12 per cent 
setup, the take would have been $833,347, of which the track and 
State each would have received $416,673. The track lost its $416,- 
673, but the State had a chance to “get even” with its extra 1 per 
cent. Let’s see what it did. 

With 7 per cent going for it, the State collected a record $5,- 
043,986 in pari-mutuel taxes from Monmouth Park this season. 
Last vear, it got $5,612,867, so the 1954 increase was $431,119. 

But the figures already have shown that the revenue loss from 
the nearly 7-million dollar betting decline was $416,673. Kindly 
subtract that amount (loss) from the 1954 tax gain of $431,119, 
and the answer is $14,446. 

In other words, less than $15,000 is what the New Jersey 
ireasury has to show for costing the track $416,673 and infuriat- 
ing the public to the extent that it quit doing 7-million-dollars worth 
of business with horse racing. 

That is cold fact. The speculative part of it—the future course 
cf those disgruntled fans who withheld seven-million-dollars in just 
35 days—is almost too frightening to contemplate. 

According to one legislative grapevine, the hungry eye now is 
on Florida, where the bite already is 15 per cent. What is it going 
to take to satiate this appetite? The demise of modern racing?

problem. Most of the stock ranges the 
hills most of the time. so hauling manure 
is less of a chore than on many places, 
When mares with foals are kept in the 
barns. manure is hauled away daily.

Since his impressive display the 
Derby. Never Say Die had run only once. 
in the King Edward VII Stakes at Ascot, 
He bumped his adversaries and finished 
fourth. 2 lengths from the winner, and 
his jockey’s license was withdrawn. So 
the attempt to make him run over a right- 
handed course was not conclusive. 
Fortunately. Doncaster is a left-handed 
course. like Epsom. and Never Say Die 


started favorite in the St. Leger. The

First. he is the only one to have won the 
Derby: Don John and Talma did not 
start in the 115-mile classic. and Stock- 
well was unplaced owing to illness and 
bad luck. Secondly. Don John. Stock- 
well. and Talma went to the front early, 
while Never Say Die waited until the last 
600 yards. 

First American-bred winner of the 
Derby since Iroquois. Never Say Die is 
the third American-bred winner of the 
St. Leger. following Iroquois (1881) and 
Black Tarquin (1948). 

*Nasrullah now has sired winners of the 
5 English clasics: Musidora (One Thous- 
and Guineas and Oaks. 1949). Nearula 
(Two Thousand Guineas. 1953). and Never 
Say Die (Derby and St. Leger, 1954). 
This feat had been accomplished only by 
Stockwell.

HAD MONEY-WINNING RECORDS 


On this page are listed the Mereworth-bred horses which won in 1958 
... What about the non-winners? Many Mereworth-bred horses did not win 
races in 1953, but earned money, a number of them earning sizeable 
amounts ... There were others that did not earn money in 1953, but of these 
old enough to have raced in a previous season 87 per cent not only had won 
money, but had won an average of $8,215 each in a previous season or 
seasons.
